Asphalts are com- 
ijbinations of bitumen incorporated with lime- 
stone. White-wash is made from pure white 
jfmslaked lime mixed with water, and is im- 
proved by the addition of tallow.

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How Do Pearls Grow ? 
Professor Qurkett seems to believe that all 
pearls are produced by the boring of small 
animals through the shell, and the pushing 
forward the inner plate of nocre so as to irritate 
the animal. That pearls can be produced in 
this way there is no doubt ; that all pearls are 
produced in this way I doubt very much.— 
Notes and Queries, second series, sixth vol. 

Breeding Pearls. — Nearly five years ago, while 
staying with some kind friends in Pulo, Penang 
(Straits of Malacca), I was shown by a lady 
resident, wife of a merchant of high position 
in this island, some five ordinary looking small 
pearls, which had increased and multiplied 
while in her possession. She had set them 
aside for about a twelvemonth in a small wood- 
en (screw) box about two and a half inches 
broad, and one and a half inches high, they 
were packed in soft cotton, and accompanied 
by half a dozen grains of common rice. On 
opening the receptacle at the expiration of the 
above time she found four additional pearls. 
These I myself saw and examined not long after 
the lady had made the discovery, beautiful little 
things they were, and about the size of a pin's 
head. — Notes and Queries, third seines, second vol. 

Cleopatra's Pearls. — A convincing proof of 
the ability of the ancients in chemistry is the 
experiment with which Cleopatra entertained 
Antony by dissolving before him, in a kind of 
vinegar, a pearl of very great value (about 
£45,450 sterling). At present we know of no 
vinegar that can produce this effect ; but the 
fact is well attested. Probably the queen ad- 
ded something to the vinegar, omitted by the 
historian. — Hone's Every Day Book.

Bricks, Tiles; Terra Cotta, Etc. — Clay is 
used in many different forms by the builder 
after it has been burnt or baked. The more : 
important forms are bricks, fire-bricks, terra ; 
cotta, stone ware, etc. The earth used for : 
making ordinary bricks consists of alumina and 
silica, alone or in combination with other sub- . 
stances such as lime, magnesia, iron, etc. 
These earths are classified as follows : Plastic *| 
or strong clay, loams or mild clays, and marls :~- 
or calcareous clays. A good brick earth should J 
contain sufficient flux to fuse its constituents ' 
at a furnace heat. The quantity of clay re- i 
quired to make one thousand bricks ranges 
from one and three-fourths to one and one- 
half cubic yards, measured after . digging. .] 
Most hand made bricks have a hollow on oneof j 
the larger faces to afford a key for the mortar, ] 
and should be laid wjth the hollow uppermost. \ 
Bricks are divided into three classes ; cutters or , 
rubbers, ordinary bricks, and underburnt or 
misshaped bricks, and they are all colors and 
varieties. Good bricks should be free from f- 
cracks, flaws, lumps or stones of any kind, 
uniform in size and regular in* shape. If the 
proportion of water absorbed be small the> 
brick is good. The best method of testing 
bricks is to see • if they ring when struck 
together. 

To Renovate Leather. — (1) Use brown, 
hard varnish 2 parts, French polish 1 part ; 
well mix. (2) Black Japan, thinned with turps. 
For a leather varnish, well clean the leather 
using warm water, (no soap) ; when quite dry -*£ 
apply either of the above varnishes, with a 
camel hair brush. The varnishing should be 
done in a warm room, near the fire, and quite 
free from dust. No. 1 will make the leather 
dark brown, No. 2 nearly black. 

A good. Mastic Varnish may be made by tak- 
ing 4 oz. of gum mastic in powder, 2 oz.Jgum 
copal (selected), powdered glass 4 oz., pale 
linseed-oil 8 oz., rectified spirits of turpentine 
1 1-2 pints. Put the gum with the oil and glass 
into a copper or porcelain vessel, heat by a sand 
bath, and stir till dissolved. Then add the tur- 
pentine while cooling. Should the contents of 
the vessel become inflamed, throw over it an 
old sack or piece of carpet, or else a handful of 
ashes ; better lose the contents of the pot than 
set the place on fire. An old saucepan lid filled 
with sand makes a capital 6and bath. This 
article is used so as to regulate the heat, and 
keep it at a uniform temperature. 

Curious Property of Plate-Glass. — Many 
years ago, in putting glass into a mansion close 
by the sea shore, says a correspondent, I could 
not at first understand why in one room facing 
the sea I heard the sound of the waves beating 
on the beach, while in an adjacent one no 
sound was heard. After musing on the circum- 
stance, I saw that the one room was glazed \ 
with thin sheet glass, while the other had thick" 
polished plate. Now if a bachelor will get his 
window glazed with the latter material, he 
will have gained a step ; but he can also get 
an outside frame similarly done, and made to 
fit between the stone — hinged if he likes. Over 
his room door, too, let him put a pole, and 
hang upon it heavy curtains by means of rings. 
He will then be secure from din and all tb^e 
evils he wants to get rid of.
